Mr.  With- 
erspoon,  played  two  complete  squads,  starting 
his  Alumni  team  of  Buddy  Hadley  '56.  Vin 
Sgarzi  '56,  Bill  Sayles  '56,  David  A.  Smith 
'53.  and  Noel  Posternak  '54.  Against  this 
aggregation  the  varsity  quickly  rolled  off  to 
a  13-4  lead  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter,  and 
they  lengthened  the  lead  in  the  second  against 
the  Faculty  team  of  Mr.  Sperry,  Mr.  Ed- 
monds, Mr.  Nangle,  Mr.  Eames  (Ashley 
Eames  that  is),  Mr.  Anderson,  and  Mr.  King 
to  26-11. 

During  the  second  half  the  Alumni  team 
caught  fire,  but  thanks  to  Tony  Bourn  and 
Fred  Sayles'  scoring  and  the  ball  handling 
off  Randy  Light  and  Rick  Benner  the  Big 
Red's  five  pulled  out  a  victory  of  46-42  to 
even  the  two-year  series  at  one  each. 


The  winter  track  team  improved  to  a  very 
great  extent  this  season  and  despite  what  may 
appear  to  be  a  poor  record.  The  true  success 
of  the  season  may  be  seen  in  the  spring  as 
a  team  is  rebuilt  from  the  ravages  of  grad- 
uation. 

The  Governors  met  strong  Exeter  and 
Tabor  teams  at  Exeter  on  January  25  and 
although  Big  Red  runners  bettered  many 
times  and  distances,  they  had  to  be  content 
with  third  place,  scoring  seven  points.  Point 
winners  for  Governor  Dummer  Academy  were 
Nick  Day,  who  won  the  mile,  and  Bill  Turn- 
er, who  placed  third  behind  two  very  good 
opponents  in  the  six  hundred  yard  run. 

The  team  did  very  well  to  run  3:49  in  the 
mile  relay  in  the  B.A.A.  Games  in  the  Boston 
Garden  on  February  1.  but  missed  qualify- 
ing  for   the   finals  at   night.    Bill  Turner  ran 
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an  excellent  leg,  as  did  "Topper"  Terhune. 
The  event  was  won  by  Moses  Brown. 

The  score  was  much  better  when  Governor 
Dummer  met  Andover  junior  varsity  and 
Lawrence  High  School  at  Andover  on  Feb- 
ruary 2.  Winners  for  the  Governors  were  Day, 
Turner,  and  Miles  in  the  mile,  six  hundred- 
yard  run,  and  hurdles  respectively.  "Topper" 
Terhune  scored  five  points  by  placing  second 
and  third  in  the  forty  and  three  hundred-yard 
dashes.  The  Governors  placed  third  in  the 
meet  with  twenty-two  points. 

A  bright  spot  in  the  season  occurred  at 
Exeter  on  February  12,  when  against  the 
Exeter  junior  varsity  and  Portsmouth  High 
School  Nick  Day  won  the  mile  in  a  new  school 
indoor  record  of  4:49,  and  fifteen  minutes 
later  placed  third  in  the  thousand-yard  run. 
Bill  Turner  was  another  standout  because  of 
tremendous  effort  and  a  substantial  improve- 
ment in  time,  although  he  did  not  win  his 
event.  "Topper"  Terhune  accounted  for  sev- 
eral points  by  winning  the  forty-yard  dash 
and  placing  in  the  three  hundred-yard  dash; 
but  again  the  team  could  do  no  better  than 
third,  scoring  twenty  and  one-half  points. 

Governors  Place  Fifth  at  Private  School  Meet 

The  Governors'  winter  track  team  sent  its 
representatives  to  compete  with  six  other 
private  schools  at  the  New  England  Prep- 
aratory School  Meet,  held  at  Phillips  Acad- 
emy on  February  22.  Nick  Day  ran  the  mile 
run  in  his  usual  good  form  and,  for  the 
second  time,  he  finished  in  time  better  than 
the  school  record.  Nick  finished  fourth,  only 
a  few  seconds  behind  the  winner.  In  the  600- 
yard  run,  Bill  Turner  crossed  the  finish  line 
in  sixth  place,  missing  a  medal  by  one  half 
a  second.  Fifth  place  was  taken  in  the  1,000- 
yard  run  by  Dave  Hardenbergh. 

The  relay  team,  with  Cal  Ringquist,  Ward 
Miles,  Jack  Morse,  and  "Topper"  Terhune 
carrying  the  baton,  used  a  new  method  of 
passing  the  baton,  which  worked  very  well, 
although  they  were  not  able  to  bring  home 
any  points  for  the  Governors.
